He said he 
filled the holes with clear grav¬ 
el and leveled it off as a tempor- 
aiy solution until the city can 
provide a proper fix. 

“All they have to do is tar 
over it, and they’re all set...” he 
said. 

An HRM spokesperson said 
the pothole problem has been 
particularly pernicious this 
year, with more than 8,700 
patched since Januaiy and an¬ 
other 1,500 still waiting to be 
addressed. 

Jennifer Stewart said crews 
are working constantly to try 
and get through the list, but 
said residents are asked not to 
take any vigilante action like 
Mont’s. 

“We want to make sure it’s 
done safely and properly, using 
the right materials,” she said. 
“We understand the frustra¬ 
tion ... but we would obviously 
discourage anyone from taking 
this sort of step.” 

Potholes can be reported by 
calling 311. 

“In general, if it’s eight 
centimetres or deeper, that’s 
considered top priority ...” said 
Stewart.

Health. Abortions tied 
up in red tape, rally hears 


Kaleigh Trace described herself 
as being privileged when she 
received her abortion. 

She identified herself as be¬ 
ing a white, adult, cis-gendered 
woman with a university de¬ 
gree, access to funding and 
support, and access to abortion 
services in Halifax. 

“I was in the ideal place to 
go through the experience of 
having an abortion,” Trace told 
a crowd of about 40 pro-choice 
supporters at Victoria Park in 
Halifax on Thursday. 

She did not have to explain 
her gender or her decision. She 
did not have to travel. “But still, 
it was hard,” said Trace. “Still, I 
had to navigate the confusing 
and twisted bureaucracy of the 
medical health system.” 

Trace also said what was 
hard included walking past 
protesters, not being given 
enough health information,

and waiting eight weeks for 
the procedure. 

But things are about to get 
even more difficult for women 
in the Maritimes seeking abor¬ 
tions. With the closure of the 
Fredericton Morgentaler clinic 
in July women in New Bruns¬ 
wick and Prince Edward Island 
will have to travel to either 
Quebec or Nova Scotia for the 
procedure. 

As Trace pointed out, the 
closure means increased trav¬ 
el, increased expense and mov¬ 
ing farther away from support 
for women making the deci¬ 
sion. 

“With the fact that people 
require not one but two refer¬ 
rals to have an abortion in New 
Brunswick, we see that the 


state still controls women and 
trans bodies,” said Trace. 

The Women’s Legal Educa¬ 
tion and Action Fund (LEAF) 
in Halifax and those at the Na¬ 
tional Day of Action: Improve 
Access to Abortion rally were 
calling for public funding of 
the Fredericton clinic and the 
repeal of the New Brunswick 
Medical Act, Section 84-20, 
which requires two referrals 
from a physician, and only 
then can the abortion be done 
in hospital — not a clinic. 

The issue of accessibil¬ 
ity is also being taken up by 
the South House Sexual and 
Gender Resources Centre in 
Halifax. 

The centre is trying to make 
a distinction between sex and 
gender. 

“Lots of trans men have 
uteruses and it is possible for 
them to get pregnant,” ex¬ 
plained the centre’s Jean Ket- 
terling. “It’s important that 
they have access to the services 
that cis women access. They’re 
often left out of the conversa¬ 
tion.”

Woman charged with 
exploiting young girl 


Taste of India returning 
to revamped Scotia Square 



Police have laid a human 
trafficking charge against a 
40-year-old Halifax woman 
after they say she used an 
underage girl for prostitu¬ 
tion, but police say the victim 
is now in a safe place. 

The Halifax Regional Po- 
lice/RCMP integrated vice 
unit launched an investiga¬ 
tion on Wednesday after re¬ 
ceiving information that a 
woman was controlling a girl 
for prostitution, said spokes¬ 
man Const. Pierre Bourdages. 

“When we have that kind 
of information we have to act 
quickly,” he said Thursday. 

Bourdages said they 
searched a residence in the 
2400 block of Brunswick 
Street in Halifax on Wed¬ 
nesday night, where they 
arrested a woman who lived 
there and seized computer 
equipment during the search. 

Corena Charmaine Hiles, 
40, faces one charge of traf¬ 
ficking a person under the 
age of 18, and one charge of 
material benefit. 

The victim is under 18, 


but Bourdages would not 
say exactly how old she is or 
where she’s from for her own 
safety. 

“Ultimately there is a vic¬ 
tim in this case ... that thank 
God now is in a safe location,” 
he said. “It’s of great concern 
when we have that kind of 
report.” 

Bourdages said the traf¬ 
ficking charge is more serious 
than counselling someone 
into prostitution or operating 
a bawdy house because it’s 
laid when someone “exercis¬ 
es control or influence” over 
a person under 18 for the pur¬ 
pose of exploiting them.” 

“There’s more conse¬ 
quences upon conviction,” 
Bourdages said.

Woman accused of

Barton fails to prove 
RCMP’s negligence 
in rape conviction 


Wrongfully accused. 

Nova Scotia man’s 
charter challenge of 
1970 case unsuccessful 


A Nova Scotia judge has ruled 
that a man wrongfully con¬ 
victed of statutoiy rape in 1970 
has failed to prove the miscar¬ 
riage of justice was a violation 
of his charter rights or the 
result of a negligent RCMP 
investigation. 

Judge James Chipman of 
the province’s Supreme Court, 
in a written decision delivered 
Thursday, concluded there was 
nothing wrong with the way 
the Mounties investigated the 
case against Gerald Barton of 
Jordantown, N.S. 

Chipman concluded that 
Earl Hamilton, an RCMP cor¬ 
poral at the time, interviewed 



the right people and prop¬ 
erly obtained an incriminating 
statement from Barton, then 
19, in the presence of another 
officer. 

“Given the facts and apply¬ 
ing the law, I am satisfied ... 
Hamilton did or omitted noth¬ 
ing which would constitute a 
negligent investigation,” the 
judge said. 

Barton, who filed a lawsuit 
against the Mounties, could 
not be reached for comment 


Thursday. One of his lawyers, 
Ian Gray, said it was too early to 
say if there would be an appeal. 

Chipman’s decision goes on 
to say there was no evidence 
to suggest Hamilton fabricated 
Barton’s false statement, in 
which he admits to having sex 
with a 14-year-old girl, who 
later gave birth to a boy in Au¬ 
gust 1969. 

“It is too simple to conclude 
that just because the statement 
is untrue, it must have been 
fabricated or forced by the 
RCMP,” the judge said. 

During court hearings last 
month in Halifax, Barton said 
he never gave a statement to 
police. He also testified the sex¬ 
ually explicit terms used were 
words he wouldn’t have under¬ 
stood at the time. 

Barton, now 64, spent a few 
hours in jail and was sentenced 
to a year of probation.

Outsourcing would save you money: NSP 


But how much? Union 
business agent remains 
skeptical as Nova Scotia 
Power holds onto data 


Nova Scotia Power said 
Thursday it has decided that 
outsourcing unionized trans¬ 
mission-line inspection jobs 
would save the utility money, 


but it isn’t saying how much. 

The company said out¬ 
sourcing would result in the 
elimination of 10 unionized 
jobs in the province.

Sasha Irving, a spokes¬ 
woman for Nova Scotia 
Power, said the company isn’t 
releasing the figures on the 
savings at this time but may 
do so at a future date. 

The company said it has 
signed letters of intent with

“We have undertaken a 
complex process and we are 
confident that these are the 
right decisions for our cus¬ 
tomers,” said Nova Scotia 
Power CEO Bob Hanf in a 
news release. 

Jeff Richardson, business 
agent for Local 1928 of the 
union, said it will launch a 
grievance if the company lays 


off inspection employees as a 
result of contracting out. 

He also said he has strong 
doubts that contracting out 
would save money and main¬ 
tain existing standards. 

“A highly skilled trades- 
person gets a certain rate of 
pay.... You’ll still have to pay 
someone a wage to attract 
people to work here. Save 
money? I don’t see it,” he

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Teenage cousins

India. Two police

Less than 18 months after the 
brutal gang rape and murder 
of a 23-year-old medical student 
in the capital triggered laws 
to fight sexual violence, a hor¬ 
rific case in a remote part of 
central India is again sparking 
nationwide outrage, but activ¬ 
ists say nothing has changed 
for women. 

Two teenage cousins were 
gang-raped on Tuesday and 
their bodies were found hang¬ 


ing from a mango tree in Katra 
village in the northern state of 
Uttar Pradesh. 

Villagers found them Wed¬ 
nesday morning, hours after 
they had disappeared from 
fields near their home, Atul 
Saxena, a senior police officer, 
told Torstar News Service. The 
two girls, aged 14 and 15, had 
reportedly gone to the fields be¬ 
cause there was no washroom 
in their home. 

Saxena said the autopsy sug¬ 
gested antemortem hanging, 
“which means they were gang- 
raped and then they probably 
committed suicide.” He said 
two police constables, ages 19 


and 35, had been arrested and 
a hunt was on for three other 
suspects. 

The police constables have 
been suspended, as well as the 
police chief who is accused of 
not taking immediate action 
after being alerted to the mis¬ 
sing girls by their family on 
Tuesday night, he said. 

Villagers did not let the po¬ 
lice take down the bodies until 
the accused had been arrested.

Ukraine’s armed forces suffered 
devastating new losses Thurs¬ 
day, underlining the scale of 
the challenge the country faces 
in quelling a guerrilla-style in¬ 
surgency that has proven to be 
agile and ruthless. 

A rebel rocket attack 
brought down a militaiy Mi-8 
helicopter ferrying out troops, 
including a general, on the out¬ 
skirts of Slovyanslc, killing at 
least 12 people onboard. 

Acting president Olelcsandr 
Turchynov told parliament in 
Kyiv that rebels used a portable 
air defence missile against the 
helicopter. 

Slovyanslc, a city of 120,000 
people, has become a focal 
point for the armed pro-Russia 
insurgency and has for weeks 


been encircled by Ukrainian 
troops. 

While Ukrainian forces may 
be better equipped than their 
opponents, fears that the stand¬ 
off could degenerate into brutal 
urban warfare have so far held 
authorities back from ordering 
an all-out assault. 

In recent days, Ukrainian 
troops have taken to deploying 
mortar shells in their bid to re¬ 
take Slovyanslc, causing civilian 
casualties and prompting some 
residents to flee. The tactic has 
produced few immediate re¬ 
sults other than deepening dis¬ 
trust toward the government 
and instilling fear. 

“They are shooting at us 
from grenade launchers, we 
hear explosions. The windows 


of our house are shaking,” said 
resident Olga Mikhailova, who 
said she was leaving the city for 
the safety of her family. “I have 
four children. It is temfying be¬ 
ing here, because I am afraid 
for their lives.” 

Russia’s Foreign Ministry on 
Thursday denounced the use 
of aircraft and artilleiy against 
the rebels and demanded that 
Kyiv end a “fratricidal war and 
launch a real political dialogue 
with all political forces and rep¬ 
resentatives of the regions.” 

The ministry said it would 
be impossible to restore peace 
in Ukraine without ending the 
government’s militaiy action 
against the rebels and with¬ 
drawing Ukrainian troops from 
the east, the associated press

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South Africa. Case of 
baby girls switched at 
birth is before the courts 


A South African court has ap¬ 
proved an investigation into 
a case of two baby girls mis¬ 
takenly switched at birth in 
a hospital in 2010 and given 
to different mothers who are 
now in disagreement over how 
to resolve the traumatic situa¬ 
tion. 

The Centre for Child Law, a 
South African group that pro¬ 
motes children’s rights, said 
Thursday that a court has ap¬ 
pointed it to find out about the 
switch at a Bolcsburg hospital 
near Johannesburg, and to de¬ 
cide what would be in the chil¬ 
dren’s best interests. 

One of the mothers, who 
is single and unemployed, re¬ 


cently learned about the mis¬ 
take while hying to get child 
support. She wants her bio¬ 
logical daughter to be placed 
in her care, and to return the 
other girl to her biological 
mother, according to court 
documents. But the second 
mother has refused. 

“We have to do a com¬ 
prehensive investigation re¬ 
garding the circumstances of 
the swap, the children’s cur¬ 
rent circumstances and what 
would be in the children’s best 
interests in the long terms,” 
Carina du Toit, an attorney 
at the Centre for Child Law, 
wrote in an email to The Asso¬ 
ciated Press.

PM’s $3.5B pledge

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Two billion people overweight: Study 


World health. Highest 
rates of obesity are in 
the Middle East and 
North Africa 


Almost a third of the world is 
now fat, and no country has 
been able to curb obesity rates 
in the last three decades, ac¬ 


cording to a new global analy¬ 
sis. 

Researchers found more 
than two billion people world¬ 
wide are now overweight or 
obese. The highest rates were in 
the Middle East and North Afri¬ 
ca, where nearly 60 per cent of 
men and 65 per cent of women 
are heavy. The U.S. has about 13 
per cent of the world’s fat popu¬ 
lation, a greater percentage 


than any other countiy. China 
and India combined have about 
15 per cent. 

“It’s pretty grim,” said Chris¬ 
topher Murray of the Institute 
for Health Metrics and Evalua¬ 
tion at the University of Wash¬ 
ington, who led the study. He 
and colleagues reviewed more 
than 1,700 studies covering 188 
countries from 1980 to 2013. 
“When we realized that not a 


single country has had a sig¬ 
nificant decline in obesity, that 
tells you how hard a challenge 
this is.” 

Murray said there was a 
strong link between income 
and obesity; in developing 
countries, as people get richer, 
their waistlines also tend to 
start bulging. In many rich 
countries like the U.S. and 
Britain, the trend is reversed 



— though only slightly. Mur¬ 
ray said scientists have noticed 
accompanying spikes in dia¬ 
betes as obesity has risen and 
that rates of cancers linked to 
weight, like pancreatic cancer, 
are also rising. 

The new report was paid 
for by the Bill & Melinda Gates 
Foundation and published on¬ 
line Thursday in Lancet. 

Last week, the World Health 


Organization established a 
high-level commission tasked 
with ending childhood obesity. 

“Our children are getting 
fatter,” Dr. Margaret Chan, 
WHO’s director-general, said 
bluntly during a speech at the 
agency’s annual meeting in 
Geneva. “Parts of the world 
are quite literally eating them¬ 
selves to death.”

Mother always said: If you 
don’t have anything nice to 
say, don’t say anything at all. 

But that attitude may be 
more damaging than helpful 
when it comes to the work¬ 
place, according to a study 
from the University of B.C. 

Researchers found that, 
while most consider os¬ 
tracism less harmful than 
bullying, being ignored at 
work is significantly more 
likely to result in people be¬ 
ing unhappy in their jobs, 
quitting and having health 
problems. Feeling ostra¬ 
cized is so detrimental to 
mental and emotional well¬ 
being that its effect is worse 
than physical bullying or 
verbal harassment, the re¬ 
searchers found. 

“People are hypersensi-

Not quite 
cringeworthy. 

MacFarlane 
disappoints with 
mostly safe jokes 


Richard: Steve, I laughed at 
A Million Ways to Die in the 
West, but strangely enough, 
I was hoping to be more of¬ 
fended by it. Each week on 
his show Family Guy, Seth 
MacFarlane manages at 
least one joke that makes 
me cringe. I expected him 
to push the envelope even 
further for the big screen. 
Sure there are some wild and 
crazy jokes here, but they’re 


at the level of Judd Apatow, 
not MacFarlane. Was it outra¬ 
geous enough for you? 

Steve: It is outrageous, but 
the brazenness in MacFar- 
lane’s big-screen sophomore 
effort is buried beneath more 
juvenile gags involving bodily 
gases than the off-kilter com¬ 
edy his show or Ted succeeds 
with. Perhaps by covering off 
all areas of writing, directing 
and then hiring himself as 
the lead, MacFarlane suffers 
from an inability to self-edit. 
Speaking of, what do you 
think of MacFarlane as lead¬ 
ing man? 

RC: I do find him funny, but I 
can’t help but hear Peter Grif¬ 
fin in his voice and I find that 


distracting. His part is basic¬ 
ally one joke. He’s the fish 
out of water who speaks like a 
21st century smart aleck. For 
instance, as people around 
him are killed in increasingly 
wild ways — hence the mov¬ 
ie’s title — he observes, “We 
should all just wear coffins 
for clothes.” It’s a good line, 
but his overall performance 
is more Bob Hope than John 
Wayne. 

SG: It’s true but, in this, Mac¬ 
Farlane seems to think his 
gags are more brilliant than 
they actually are — as if audi¬ 
ences haven’t seen an explo¬ 
sive diarrhea gag before. That 
said, when he pushes social 
mores, he goes for the jugular 
focusing most notably on his¬ 


toric racism. It comes off for 
some uneven narrative. It’s a 
good thing he surrounds him¬ 
self with a solid supporting 
cast. 

RC: Comparisons to Blazing 
Saddles are inevitable. Both 
movies have social com- 
mentaiy mixed with cringe¬ 
worthy gags — some may 
literally make you gag — but 
A Million Ways to Die in the 
West doesn’t have the sa¬ 
tiric subtext that made Mel 
Brooks’ movie great. MacFar¬ 
lane relies on anachronisms 
and shock-value jokes to raise 
a smile, and spends too much 
time on the love stoiy. Brooks 
went for the jugular, and 40 
years on it’s still funny and 
edgy. A Million Ways to Die 


does have at least one classic 
moment that will appeal to 
eveiyone over age 30 and the 
most undignified duel ever, 
but it doesn’t have much res¬ 
onance. 

SG: It doesn’t have much 
heart, either. Although Char¬ 
lize Theron does a stalwart 
job playing the romantic in¬ 
terest against MacFarlane’s 
spineless pessimist, the film¬ 
maker’s ceaseless determina¬ 
tion for punchlines only 
undermines the film’s at¬ 
tempt at circling back to an 
earnest love stoiy. In that re¬ 
spect, it lies as lifeless as the 
film’s many, many corpses. 
And that includes the west¬ 
ern town’s unnoticed, three- 
day dead mayor.

Scottish author Irvine 
Welsh has made a career 
of chronicling not-too-nice 
characters in books like 
Trainspotting, Porno and 
Filth. That last one, about 
a corrupt, drug-abusing de¬ 
tective vying for a promo¬ 
tion, is the latest of Welsh’s 
works to make it to the 
screen, with usually very 
nice James McAvoy in the 
main role. 

In adapting Filth to film, 
did you worry actors like 
James McAvoy, Jamie Bell 
and Imogen Poots might 
be too pretty to play these 
characters? 

That was the original 
concern with James. When 
I first met him he looked 
about 10 years old, basic¬ 
ally, and I thought there’s 
no way he’s going to be 
able to play a 40-year-old 
divorced alcoholic cop, but 
he does rough up very well. 
He really did look the part. 
The makeup and costume 
were fantastic, but it was 
just his way of carrying 
himself with that sneer 
and that alcoholic kind 
of attitude that he could 
exude. 

It’s a very taxing lifestyle 
this character lives. 

Yeah, the guy is in complete 
disintegration. We catch 
him at a really bad time in 


his life. If you’re a novelist, 
you’re essentially a drama¬ 
tist, and that’s where the 
drama kind of lies. If we’re 
having a bad time, we start 
making all the bad decisions, 
compounding that misery. I 
think that’s where the drama 
lies. The drama doesn’t lie 
in that nice, hard-working 
middle class suburban guy 
who eveiything is going right 
with. It’s when things start 
to fall apart in people’s lives 
that things get interesting 
from a novelistic point 
of view. 


What draws you to these 
types of characters? 

I’m always interested in 
the mechanisms by which 
people fail. Failure has 
always fascinated me. I find 
it much more interesting 
than success. Success is 
pretty boring. If you’re suc¬ 
cessful at something, you 
just feel good about your¬ 
self, and you get on your 
high horse and start talking 
nonsense about how you 
see the world and all that, 
imparting your wisdom 
whether people want it or 
not. But failure comes in all 


different forms. It teaches 
you things. 

James McAvoy gets to 
actually be Scottish on 
screen for once. 

Yeah, he does! He’s kind 
of been everything but 
Scottish in so many roles, 
so it was very fun for him, 

I think. And he wasn’t 
even speaking in his own 
voice. He’s from the west 
of Scotland, and he was 
speaking in a very east of 
Scotland accent. Americans 
won’t notice the differ¬ 
ence, but to Scottish ears 


it’s very, very apparent, 
and it’s a very difficult 
thing for somebody from 
the west of Scotland to pull 
off convincingly an east 
of Scotland accent. If you 
have a Glaswegian do a bad 
Edinburgh accent, it really 
hits home. 

You’re right, I don’t think 
American audiences will 
catch that. 

Yeah, they won’t care 
(laughs).

We actually all got together 
in a flat last week, the 
creative team from Train¬ 
spotting. We just took an 
apartment in Edinburgh 
and hung out together, just 
to see if it was feasible, to 
see if we can get a script 
together. And that’s a big 
challenge. I think we’re all 
conscious of the legacy, and 
if we just find that we can’t 
get a script together that’s 
at least as good as the 
original — which is kind of 
a tall order, really — then 
we’ll just leave it. We won’t 
trash the legacy of the 
original, but if we come up 
with something really spe¬ 
cial that has a bit of magic 
in it, then sure. Obviously 
it would be a very different 
film because the characters 
in it would be 20 years 
older, so it wouldn’t be a 
youth movie in the way 
that Trainspotting was. 

But I think there’s some¬ 
thing interesting about 
these characters being 
middle-aged and not cop¬ 
ing with it well or pulling 
one last big scam, centred 
around the pornography 
and sex world. But we’re 
still in that stage of trying 
to find out how viable 
it is.

Quebec filmmaking whiz 
Xavier Dolan says his first 
three films — I Killed My 
Mother, Heartbeats and Lau¬ 
rence Anyways — are about 
the subject of impossible 
love. 

But he also admits those 
movies, as well as subse¬ 
quent efforts Tom at the 
Farm and recent Cannes 
Film Festival hit Mommy, 
share another link — a cer¬ 
tain type of character he 
has a fixation with. 

“I’m obsessed, I think, 
with the mother figure, ob¬ 
viously,” the 25-year-old dir- 
ector-actor-writer said in an 
interview. “It’s always there 
in my movies.” 

And so it was that, when 
Dolan saw Quebecois au¬ 
thor Michel Marc Bouchard’s 
French-language play Tom a 


la ferme, he was struck by the 
widowed mother grieving the 
loss of one of two sons on her 
rural property. When her late 
son’s secret lover arrives for 
the funeral, a dark dynamic 


develops. 

The mother figure was 
“literally the first thing that 
hit close to home when I 
watched the play and decided 
to adapt it into a movie,” said 


Dolan. 

“I was like, ‘Whoa, the 
mom — sick character’ ... 
When I saw her and her being 
exhausted and living on that 
farm and being so ... desper-

ate for company, I was like, 
‘That’s inspiring.’” 

In Dolan’s Tom at the 
Farm — opening Friday in 
Toronto and Vancouver, and 
in Victoria on June 20 — the 
mother, Agathe, is played 
with perfect nuance by Lise 
Roy, who also starred in the 
play. Pierre-Yves Cardinal 
brings a chilling intensity 
to Francis, her son whose 
dark side emerges when the 
late brother’s partner, Tom 
(Dolan), visits their Quebec 
farm from the city and finds 
it hard to leave. 

Bouchard co-wrote the 
film with Dolan, who had 


never before based a film on 
someone else’s work. Dolan 
said he didn’t want to be 
judgmental when it came to 
the characters living in the 
countryside. 

“I’ve been brought up in 
the countiy half of my child¬ 
hood and then the other half 
in town and I don’t want this 
to come off as prejudiced,” 
the Montreal native said in a 
downtown hotel room at the 
Toronto International Film 
Festival. 

“These people are crazy, 
wherever they live. That is 
a case of sheer insanity that 
Tom is encountering and 
it’s not about hicks that will 
(mess) you up,” he added, 
using an expletive. “It’s not 
the way I thought. It’s not a 
Deliverance thing. 

“Tom was the opportun¬ 
ity to try to bridge that ever¬ 
growing gap not only be¬ 
tween city and country, but 
between human beings who 
are just evolving in differ¬ 
ent environments but who 
both feel the loneliness and 
who are both wounded.”

But they might win 
an Emmy. Mad Men, 
Scandal and others 
score advertising 
dollars and string out 
award eligibility with 
'half season’ finales 


So you’re watching Mad Men 
and expecting an epic series 
finale. It’s eveiything you an¬ 
ticipated, with a dead guy sing¬ 
ing and people landing on the 
moon. 

And now you’re left on the 
hook for another year to figure 
out what the heck happens to 
advertising firm SC&P. That’s 
right. Next year. Welcome to 
the “half season” finale. 

It means lots of foreplay and 
some veiy dissatisfied custom¬ 
ers. Or, in more PG-ffiendly 
terms, it’s the equivalent of get¬ 
ting half a bag of chips at your 
comer store and then being 
told the rest will come later. 

What’s up with that? If your 
grocer gave you half a bag of 
anything, they’d be out of busi¬ 
ness. Split seasons aren’t new, 
but have become increasingly 
common in television, with 
eveiyone from Grey’s Anatomy 
to Scandal and Once Upon a 
Time getting in on the action. 

For networks, it’s a chance 
to milk more eyeballs and ad¬ 
vertising dollars. If you’ve been 
following Mad Men, you know 
that the truth is the first cas¬ 
ualty in advertising. So instead 
of calling it an extra short sea¬ 
son, networks now say it’s a 
“split season.” 


“Why break it in half?” Ste¬ 
phen Colbert pointedly asked 
Mad Men creator Matthew 
Weiner on The Colbert Report. 

Weiner said it was simply 
about ratings. AMC did the 
same thing with Breaking Bad 
and it built the show in “a huge 
way,” he told Colbert. 

But who can remember 
what happened a year later? (At 
least we now have someone to 
blame for the growing industry 
of bloggers who spend sleepless 
nights recapping shows.) 

What Weiner didn’t say is 


that by splitting the season over 
two years, Mad Men is eligible 
for another year of Emmys. 

The show has garnered a 
Best Drama Emmy nomination 
for eveiy year that it has been 
eligible. 

More importantly, by run¬ 
ning the final half next year, it 
doesn’t compete against that 
other AMC juggernaut, Break¬ 
ing Bad, for Emmy Awards. 
Breaking Bad is eligible this 
year as well because of its split 
season last year. 

The move also allows AMC 


to trumpet the “final, final 
season” of its most storied fran¬ 
chises for more than a year. 

So, yes, it’s mostly a cynical 
exercise in getting more eye¬ 
balls and awards. 

Creators, including Break¬ 
ing Bad’s Vince Gilligan and 
Shonda Rhimes of Grey’s Anat¬ 
omy, says the split season also 
gives them a breather to create 
better product. I can buy that, 
although I’m not sure how put¬ 
ting artificially induced cliff- 
hangers in the middle of your 
stoiy arc just so audiences will 


return makes sense — and 
that’s especially true in the 
hands of lesser geniuses, espe¬ 
cially if you’re not a Gilligan or 
a Rhimes. 

Creatively, it’s not clear 
that a split season was best 
used on Once Upon a Time, a 
faiiy-tale jambalaya that got 
more confusing and silly as the 
show ran on. 

ABC recently announced 
that Marvel’s Agents of 
S.H.I.E.L.D. will go the split 
season route for Season 2. Ser¬ 
iously though, will anyone care

Ukrainian TV host arrested 
after pulling yet another 
not-so-funny celeb ‘prank* 


Angelina Jolie wasn’t the only 
villain at the premiere of 
Maleficent on Wednesday: A 
dude came up to Brad Pitt and 
hit him for no reason. 

Vitalii Sediulc, a Ukrainian 
TV presenter, vaulted over the 
security barrier at the Malefi¬ 
cent premiere and struck Pitt, 
according to Variety. Security 
quickly subdued Sediulc and 
held him until the LAPD ar¬ 
rived to arrest him. He’s been 
arrested on suspicion of mis¬ 
demeanor batteiy. He is being 
held on $20,000 US bail. 

This is not the first time 


that Sediulc has pulled one of 
his “pranks,” which aren’t par¬ 
ticularly funny and seem more 
like run-of-the-mill harass¬ 
ment. Just a few weeks ago, 
he crashed the red carpet at 
the Cannes Film Festival and 
stuck his head under America 
Ferrera’s dress.

1. Preheat oven to 180 C. 
Trim half of the white stalks 
from the silver beet and dis¬ 
card them. Wash, diy and 
chop the leaves and the rest 
of the stalks. 

2. Heat the butter in a 
medium pot and cook the 
onion over a low heat until 
it is soft but not browned — 
about 5 minutes. Add silver 
beet and cook until the water 
from the leaves evaporates, 
leaving the pan dry. Remov¬ 
ing the moisture from the sil¬ 
ver beet in this way helps to 
stop the pie going soggy. 

3. Remove the pot from the 
heat and mix in the ricotta, 
feta, Parmesan, coriander, 
nutmeg, lemon zest and pine 
nuts. Season to taste with salt 
and pepper. Stir in the egg. 

4. Place a sheet of phyllo 
pastiy on the bench. Brush it 
with melted butter or spray 


it liberally with oil. Place 
a second sheet on top and 
brush it with butter or spray 
it with oil. Repeat to form a 
stack of 8 pastiy sheets. The 
phyllo dries out quickly so 
you will need to work fast. 
Cover the unused phyllo with 
a damp tea towel while you 
work. 

5. Form the silver beet mix¬ 
ture into a sausage shape 
along the longest edge of the 
pastry, leaving a 3-cm border 
at the sides. 

6. Turn in the sides of the 
pastiy like an envelope and 
roll it up gently and loosely to 
fully enclose the filling, form¬ 
ing a log shape. If you roll it 
too tight it will split. Transfer 
the log to a baking tray, brush 
the top with butter and bake 
until it is golden and crisp — 
about 40 minutes.
